Abou t ten o’clock a blaze was dis­ 
cov ered coming from the large barn, 
bu t it had made su ch a headway be­ 
fore assistance cou ld arriv e that the 
stru ctu re was soon redu ced to ashes. 
And with it went nil its contents, ex ­ 
cept a binder which Mr. Green su c­ 
ceeded in sav ing. 
Elev en head of tine horses were 
bu rned aliv e in the fire among them 
being a brood mare and colt belong­ 
ing to George Wingerter, the cigar 
m anu factu rer of this city .

Indianapolis, Nov . 24.—The official 
returns collected b y district marshals 
and tab ulated in the presence of Gov ­ 
ernor Hanly and Secretary of State 
Sims showed that Judge Taft carried

Bryan. He did not hav e a plurality oi 
the entire v ote, as President Roosev elt 
had four years ago. Judge Taft’s ma­ 
jority ov er Bryan was the smallest any 
Repub lican nominee for president has 
receiv ed in Indiana since 1892, when 
President Harrison was defeated b y 
President Clev eland. Judge Taft’s ma 
jqrity ov er Bryan was 83,213 less than 
President Roosev elt 
receiv ed 
ov er 
Judge Parker. 
The total v ote this 
year was 721,126—new record for In­ 
diana. 
The total four years ago was 
682,185. An interesting feature of the 
returns shows that while Parker re­ 
ceiv ed 274,345 v otes four years ago, 
Bryan receiv ed 338,262 this time—a 
difference of 63,917 in Bryan’s fav or. 
It was estimated four years ago that 
^t least 60,000 Democrats v oted for 
President Roosev elt. 
Bryan receiv ed 
more v otes in Indiana this year than 
ev er b efore. 
His followres insist that 
the returns show ab out the relativ e 
strength of the two old parties for the 
first time in many years. While Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s majority ov er Judge! 
Parker was 83,213 more than Judgej 
Taft’s ov er Bryan, Judge Taft’s total' 
v ote was b ut 10,296 less than Roose­ 
v elt’s.

London, Nov. 24.—Speak ing in the 
house of lords last night, Field Mar­ 
shal Lord Roberts expressed the con­ 
viction that the lack of a military force 
sufficient to mak e hopeless the at­ 
tem pt of an invasion would, in all prob­ 
ability, be the cause of the loss of 
Great Britain’s supremacy at sea. 
In 
a vigorous speech he pointed out the 
comparative ease with which Germany 
could land an arm y on the shores of 
England. 
Under the present condi 
tions England would be forced, he said, 
to subm it to most 
humiliating de­ 
mands. 
He disclaimed all hostility to or fear 
of Germany, but he declared that the 
defense of the islands req uired imme­ 
diate attention. 
There should be an 
arm y so strong in num bers and effi­ 
cient in q uality that the most formida 
ble of foreign nations would hesitate 
to mak e a landing in England. He had 
ascertained, 
the 
speak er 
continued, 
that vessels capable of accommodating 
200,000 men always were available in 
the northern ports of Germany, and 
that as a result of the new German 
service law, 200,000 men could be col­ 
lected in the districts of the nearest 
port without any trouble. 
The great 
German steam ship lines were in con­ 
stant practice in embark ing and dis­ 
embark ing, and as the railroads were 
owned by the state, all preliminaries 
up to the actual dispatch of troops 
could be carried out with the utmost 
secrecy. 
Germany 
was 
perfectly 
aware, the field m arshal went on, that 
it would be essential for her transports 
to evade the 
British fleet, and she 
could easily district attention by small 
raids while the main disembark ation 
was proceeding undisturbed. 
“It would be folly,” declared Lord 
Roberts, “to shut our eyes to these 
possibilities, however much peace is 
desired. 
The startling events in the 
near East have brought home to the 
most careless observer that nothing 
could save that country which is not 
prepared to protect itselZ. 
If Great 
Britain continues to neglect the most 
ordinary precautions she may some 
day find herself In the hands of the in­ 
vader and forced to submit to the most 
humiliating conditions. 
This danger 
is daily becoming more threatening. 
W ithin a docade Germany has created 
the greatest sea power that ever ex­ 
isted, except Great Britain, and at the 
present 
moment 
it 
is 
formidable. 
Measures are being tak en to increase 
that power. 
It is calculated that there 
are 80,000 Germans in employment in 
Great Britain. 
They are trained sol­ 
diers, and if a German force once land­ 
ed on these shores they would be 
ready to help.” 
Lord Roberts contended that it was 
not absolutely essential for a nation 
to command the sea in order to carry 
out an invasion. 
A tem porary local 
command would suffice and this was 
perfectly understood in Germany. The 
main tem ptation to the invasion of 
Great Britain was the want of a home 
army which ought to consist of 
a mil­ 
lion men. Across the narrow sea were 
60,000,000 Germans who by persever 
ance, industry, sound education and 
m ilitary training had made themselves 
a great nation. 
They req uired outlets 
for their commerce and population. 
It was Great Britain’s business, con 
tinued Lord Roberts, to find out in 
what way the great increase In Ger 
m any’s sea power was lik ely to affect 
her and to adopt m easures necessary 
for her own defense.
